RETAIL  CATALOG  PRICES  OF  VEGETABLE 
SEEDS. 

The  following  table,  giving  the  retail  prices  on  vegetable 
seeds  for  the  three  years,  1919,  1918,  1917,  has  been  com- 
piled from  the  catalogs  received  from  a  large  number  of 
representative  mail-order  seedsmen.  Although  considerable 
variation  may  be  found  to  exist  between  the  prices  being 
quoted  by  individual  seedsmen  and  the  average  prices  given 
in  the  table,  the  prices  quoted  by  dealers  for  specially  se- 
lected or  improved  strains  of  various  kinds  of  seeds  and 
all  so-called  novelties,  were  eliminated,  and  the  average 
price  of  several  of  the  standard  varieties  only  of  each  kind 
of  seed  was  taken.

EMBARGO    ON   RED   CLOVER  SEED   EXPORTS 
REMOVED. 

The  temporary  embargo  on  red  clover  seed  exports  since 
early  in  December  has  been  removed  and  licenses  are  being 
issued  as  heretofore.  The  maximum  quantities,  aggregating 
5,000,000  pounds,  that  will  be  allowed  to  be  exported  to 
allied  and  northern  neutral  countries  are  as  follows: 

France,  Italy,  Belgium,  and  the  United  Kingdom  (if  any 
is  needed  in  excess  of  the  3,000,000  pounds  already  granted) 
3,000,000  pounds;  Denmark  1,400,000  pounds;  Sweden  300,- 
000  pounds;  Netherlands  150,000  pounds,  and  Norway  150,- 
000  pounds. 

Some  elasticity  is  to  be  allowed  in  allocating  the  seed  so 
that  if  one  country  does  not  need  all  of  the  seed  that  has 
been  allotted  to  it,  the  allotment  to  some  other  country 
may  be  increased  accordingly. 


CABLEGRAM  FROM  EUROPE. 

A  cablegram  received  from  London  from  the  Depart- 
ment's representatives  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

"Seed    situation    satisfactory    here.      Italian    and    French 

clover     being    received    and    reexported.      French    supplies 

ample.     No  outlet  apparent  for  carrot  and  beet  here  or  on 

continent."  

FIELD  SEED  STOCKS  AND  RECEIPTS. 

The  following  table  has  been  compiled  from  the  reports  received  up  to 
February   1   in   the   Vegetable   and   Field   Seed   Survey   of  January   1,    1919. 

The  first  fifteen  field  seed  items  in  this  survey  are  included  in  the  table 
and  it  is  thought  that  the  figures  given  for  most  of  them  are  nearly  com- 
plete. It  will  be  noted  that  the  stocks  of  each  of  the  fifteen  kinds  of  seed, 
except  sweet  clover,  were  smaller  on  January  1,  1919,  than  on  February 
1,  1918.  Much  seed  ordinarily  moves  during  the  month  of  January  to 
small  seed  dealers  and  merchants  who  handle  seeds  as  a  small  side  line, 
and  these  dealers  and  merchants  usually  are  not  reached  in  the  semi-annual 
seed  surveys.  Hence  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  if  the  stocks  had 
been  taken  on  January  1,  1918,  Instead  of  on  February  1,  1918,  the  differ- 
ence between  the  stocks  this  January  and  last  January  would  have  been 
more  than  the  difference  which  is  to  be  noted  in  the  table  for  the  two 
dates  which  are  given.  It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  because  of 
railroad  congestion  and  a  severe  winter  last  year  the  movement  of  seeds 
was  retarded  considerably,  which  affected  the  size  of  stocks  carried  by 
seedsmen. 

Final,  complete  figures  for  these  Items  by  districts,  as  well  as  figures 
for  all  of  the  vegetable  seeds  included  in  the  survey,  will  be  published  in 
the  next  issue   (March  8)   of  the   Seed  Reporter.

Final  Red  Clover,  Alsike  Clover,  Sweet  Clover,  Alfalfa,  and  Timothy  Seed  Shippers' 

Report.

Preliminary  figures  were  given  in  the  January  11  issue  of  the  Seed 
Reporter  that  were  obtained  from  an  inquiry  made  under  date  of  December 
14,  1918,  for  stocks,  shipments,  prices,  etc.  of  red  clover,  alsike  clover, 
sweet  clover,  alfalfa,  and  timothy  seed.  Although  schedules  were  sent  to 
many  concerns  who  do  not  purchase  direct  from  growers  all  of  the  seed 
shipped  out  by  these  concerns,  only  that  portion  of  their  shipments  which 
represented  seed  bought  direct  from  growers  was  used  in  the  tabulation, 
hence  there  6hould  be  very  little,  if  any,  duplication  in  the  shipments  given 
in   the  table. 

In  the  compilation  of  stock  on  hand  on  December  14,  1918,  figures  were 
taken  of  only  those  shippers  who  Indicated  that  they  purchase  50  per  cent 
or  less  of  the  stocks  handled  by  them  from  other  seed  shippers  or  dealers. 
In  other  words,   if  a  concern  did  not  purchase  at  least  50  per  cent  of   the 


arkets  Seed  Reporting  Service.) 


seed  handled  by  it  directly  from  the  grower,  that  concern's  figures  for 
stock  on  hand  were  omitted  in  the  tabulation.  In  this  way,  stocks  in 
the  hands  of  the  larger  seedsmen,  which  will  be  obtained  from  the  Vege- 
table and  Field  Seed  Survey  of  January  1,  1919,  were  almost  entirely 
elimiuated  in   the   table. 

In  connection  with  the  estimated  percentage  of  stocks  still  in  growers' 
hands,  it  should  be  remembered  that  this  included  the  quantity  held  by 
farmers  for  their  own  planting,  and  does  not  mean  the  percentage  of  stocks 
that   will  enter   commercial   channels   later  on. 

The  percentage  figures  representing  the  average  quality  (column  10)  indi- 
cate the  quality  of  the  1918  crop  compared  with  normal,  in  the  following 
degree:  Very  good,  above  normal;  good,  75  to  100  per  cent  of  normal; 
fair,   50  to   75  per  cent  of  normal;   poor,  25  to  50  per  cent  of  normal.

TENTATIVE  SEED  PRODUCTION  AND  CONSUMPTION  MAPS 


On  the  accompanying  pages  are  given  maps  showing 
counties  reported  as  normally  producing  either  a  surplus 
quantity,  a  sufficient  quantity,  or  an  insufficient  quantity  of 
red  clover,  alsike  clover,  sweet  clover,  alfalfa,  and  timothy 
seed,  as  compared  with  the  planting  requirements  of  each 
county. 

The  information  used  in  preparing  these  maps  was  ob- 
tained mostly  from  schedules  that  were  sent  to  voluntary 
correspondents  in  practically  every  county  in  the  United 
States.  This  information  has  been  supplemented  by  data 
obtained  from  the  Bureaus  of  Crop  Estimates  and  Plant 
Industry,  and  the  Census  Bureau. 

The  maps,  as  presented  at  this  time,  are  only  tentative 
because  the  data  obtained  for  many  counties  have  been  so 
conflicting  that  it  has  been  very  difficult  in  many  instances 
to  decide  which  of  the  three  symbols  denoting  surplus,  suffi- 
ciency, and  deficiency,  should  be  used.  In  some  cases  where 
reports  from  several  correspondents  in  a  county  vary 
materially  from  one  another,  the  county  was  left  blank.  In 
most  cases,  however,  those  counties  that  were  left  blank, 
plant  very  little,  if  any,  of  the  kind  of  seed  under  question. 


It  must  be  remembered  that  many  counties  which  nor- 
mally produce  a  large  quantity  of  a  certain  kind  of  seed 
require  an  equally  large  quantity,  and  frequently  more,  of 
this  same  kind  of  seed  to  meet  their  own  sowing  require- 
ments, and  hence  are  indicated  on  the  maps  either  as  pro- 
ducing a  sufficient  or  an  insufficient  quantity  of  seed,  as 
the  case  may  be. 

The  maps  are  not  meant  to  show  surplus,  sufficiency,  or 
deficiency  of  seed  for  any  given  year,  but  are  meant  to 
represent  the  conditions  in  a  normal  year.  For  example, 
several  counties  in  Illinois  and  Indiana  that  normally  do 
not  produce  more  red  clover  seed  than  is  needed  for  their 
own  planting  requirements  produced  a  surplus  in  1918  and, 
on  the  other  hand,  counties  in  Minnesota,  Wisconsin,  and 
Michigan  that  normally  produce  a  surplus  will  require  red 
clover  seed  from  outside  of  these  counties  to  meet  their 
sowing  requirements  in  the  spring  of  1919.  Similar  condi- 
tions with  respect  to  each  of  the  crops  prevail  each  year, 
but  it  is  thought  that  the  maps  will  be  of  value  in  presenting 
in  a  graphic  form  the  most  important  areas  of  production 
and  consumption  of  each  of  the  crops  included.

PRELIMINARY  REPORT  OF  SHIPPERS'  STOCKS,  SHIPMENTS,  PRICES,  ETC. 


Id  the  following  series  of  tables  is  given  information,  as  Indicated  at 
the  head  of  the  columns,  which  was  requested  of  shippers  of  soy  beans 
and  cowpeas  (hulled  for  seed)  and  of  grain  and  forage  sorghums,  millets, 
and  Sudan  grass  seed,  under  date  of  January  15.  Because  the  reports 
from  many  shippers  to  whom  schedules  were  sent,  who  apparently  do  not 
realize  the  importance  of  making  their  reports  promptly,  have  not  been 
received,  the  tables  published  at  this  time  necessarily  are  very  incom- 
plete. It  is  thought,  however,  that  the  figures  showing  percentages  still 
in  growers'  hands,  the  average  quality  of  1918  crop  for  seed,  and  the 
average    price    paid    growers    this    season    are    fairly     representative    and 


probably    will    not    be    affected    materially    by    reports    which    will    be    re- 
ceived later. 

The  final,  and  a  more  detailed  compilation  of  these  reports  will  be  pre- 
sented in  the  issue  of  the  Seed  Reporter  for  March  8,  and  it  is  requested 
that  all  individuals  or  concerns  who  have  received  either  a  blank  "Spe- 
cial Seed  Report  from  Shippers  of  Sorghums  and  Millets,"  (Form  SRS 
01),  or  "Special  Seed  Report  from  Shippers  of  Soy  Beans,  Cowpeas,  and 
Velvet  Beans,"  (Form  SRS-89),  and  who  have  not  filled  out  and  returned 
such   report,   will  fill  it  out   and   return   it  at  once.

RED  CLOVER  SEED. 

In  order  to  obtain  some  idea  of  the  quantity  of  red  clover  seed  that  is 
annually  consumed  in  the  United  States,  the  Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates, 
in  eo-operation  with  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  has  obtained  some 
figures  that  will  be  of  much  interest  at  this  time.  From  an  inquiry  made 
ou  December  2,  1918,  it  appears  that  upward  of  10,000,000  acres  of  winter 
wheat  had  red  clover  seed  sown  on  it  in  the  spring  of  1918.  and  that  the 
total  acreage  of  red  clover  sown  iu  1918  was  approximately  13,000,000  acres 
In  the  table  which  is  given  below  are  included  the  ten  States  harvesting  the 
largest  winter  wheat  acreage  in  191S,  the  percentage  of  the  1918  winter 
wheat  acreage  on  which  red  clover  seed  was  sown  in  the  spring  of  1918, 
and  the  quantity  of  red  clover  seed  usually  sown  per  acre  on  train  in  each 
of  the  States  included  in  the  table.

It  will  be  noted  that  approximately  *4  of  the  total  winter  wheat  acreage 
harvested  in  the  United  States  in  1918  had  red  clover  seed  sown  on  it  and 
that  the  total  quantity  of  red  clover  seed  needed  for  sowing  on  winter 
wheat  was  nearly  100,000,000  pounds.  It  is  thought  that  the  rate  of 
sowing  red  clover  seed  on  grain  per  acre  probably  was  less  last  year  than 
the  average  rate  of  9.8  pounds,  obtained  a  few  years  ago  when  this  seed 
was  cheaper.  No  doubt  the  present  high  price  of  this  seed  will  have  a 
tendency  to  cause  many  farmers  to  sow  less  seed  per  acre  or  to  reduce 
their  acreage   this  spring. 

There  are  no  really  dependable  data  on  the  production  of  red  clover  seed. 
The  Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates  has  been  making  specific  estimates  for  the 
past  three  years  by  using  as  a  basis  figures  that  were  obtained  by  the 
Bureau  of  Census  in  1909.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  our  annual  pro- 
duction of  red  clover  seed  normally  is  more  than  100,000,000  pounds  and 
that  our  seeding  requirements  are  normally  about  equivalent  to  our  produc- 
tion, inasmuch  as  our  exports  and  imports  of  red  clover  seed  have  in  the 
past   nearly   balanced   each   other. 

The  preliminary  report  by  divisions,  which  is  nearly  complete,  of  stocks 
and  receipts  of  red  clover  seed,  compiled  from  reports  received  in  the 
Vegetable  and  Field  Seed  Survey  of  January  1,   1919,  follows:

or  from  the  small  local  dealers  without  going  through  the  channels  of 
the  larger  markets,  and  such  seed  does  not  usually  represent  so  high  a 
quality  of  seed  as  does  Toledo  and  Chicago  prime  seed.  It  is  evident, 
therefore,  that  we  should  not  estimate  the  retail  price  which  a  farmer 
will  have  to  pay  for  red  clover  seed  on  the  basis  of  Toledo  or  Chicago 
prime   seed   plus   dealers'    charges    for   handling. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  average  farm  price  of  farm  products  has  in- 
creased 2.15  times  over  that  of  1914,  whereas  the  price  of  red  clover 
seed  has  advanced  2. MS  times  over  the  1914  price.  This  increase  in  price 
of  red  clover  seed  is  not  greatly  out  of  proportion  to  the  price  of  other 
farm  commodities,  but  what  its  effect  will  have  on  the  clover  acreage  to 
he   sown   this    coming    spring   is    difficult   to    forecast    at    this    time. 

There  are  factors  favoring  an  increase  in  the  percentage  of  winter 
wheat  land  sown  with  clover  over  that  of  1918  and  factors  tending  to 
decrease  this  percentage.  The  principal  ones  tending  to  increase  it  are 
the  high  price  of  hay  and  the  tendency  of  the  farmer  to  get  his  land 
back  into  grass  for  reasons  other  than  the  attractive  price  of  hav.  The 
principal  ones  tending  to  decrease  it  are  the  high  price  of  seed  and  the 
temporary   nature   of    the   increase   in    the    wheat   acreage.

It  is  interesting  to  note  in  this  connection  that  the  price  paid  by  the 
consumer  averages  materially  less  than  the  wholesale  price  on  the  Toledo 
or  Chicago  market,  which  is  to  be  accounted  for  in  several  ways.  Much 
of    the    seed   purchased    by    farmers    is    purchased    directly    from    producers. 


THE  SEED  POTATO  SITUATION. 

The  early  official  reports  indicate  that  the  acreage  planted 
to  potatoes  in  the  southeastern  States  this  season  will  be 
reduced  materially.  The  demand  in  the  South  for  seed 
stock  from  Wisconsin,  New  York,  Idaho,  Colorado,  and  the 
iNorthwest  has  been  light.  Seed  stock  from  Maine,  how- 
ever, which  is  planted  extensively  in  the  South  Atlantic 
States  for  an  early  crop,  has  been  moving  faster  than  during 
the  early  part  of  last  season,  when  movement  was  ham- 
pered greatly  by  car  shortage  and  by  severe  weather  con- 
ditions. The  total  shipments  from  Maine  up  to  January 
1,  1919,  to  the  South  Atlantic  and  Gulf  States  aggregate 
872  cars  compared  with  626  cars  last  season  up  to  January 
1,   1918. 

The  price  for  Maine  Bliss  Triumph  seed  stock  opened  at 
about  $2.20  per  100  pounds  at  warehouses  in  producing  sec- 
tions. At  this  time  the  net  price  to  growers  is  about  $1.50 
per  100  pounds.  In  Wisconsin  shipping  sections  the  move- 
ment to  the  southern  States  is  reported  light  and  much 
below  normal.  Bliss  Triumph  and  Cobbler  varieties  are 
quoted  at  $1.80  to  $1.90  per  100  pounds,  f.  o.  b.  shipping 
point.  Last  season  the  price  for  Bliss  Triumphs  ranged 
from  $2.25  to  $2.50  during  the  month  of  January. 

In  the  producing  section  of  western  New  York  sales  are 
reported  for  March  delivery  for  planting  the  early  crop  in 
Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  and  Long  Island,  at  $2.50  to 
$2.60  per  100  pounds,  in  bulk,  or  $2.90,  sacked,  and  delivered 
within  the  23-cent  freight  zone. 

A  few  cars  are  reported  to  have  moved  from  seed  potato 
producing  sections  in  Colorado  and  the  Northwest  at  $1.50 
to  $2.00  per  100  pounds,  f.  o.  b.  shipping  point.  Some  im- 
proved certified  stock  from  Idaho  sold  at  about  $1.00  per 
100  pounds  above  the  regular  market  price.
